Ofliciajs of the bureau of fire pro­ 
tection. Pennsylvania state police, 
calls attention to the spring and 
sum m er months* hazard of fires 
from lightning.

bureau statistics, lightning fires in 
past years have been responsible for 
approxim ately 17 per cent of the fire 
losses during these seasonal periods, 
occurring principally with unrodded 
buildings, in the farm ing and rural 
sections, where fire departm ent fa ­ 
cilities are more widely separated 
and thereby not easily available to 
prevent heavy losses. 
W. F. Traeger, Are m arshal, points 
out th a t rural buildings, properly 
provided with lightning arresters, 
are com paratively Immune from the 
lightning hazard, and further ad ­ 
vises property owners whose build­ 
ings are now so equipjied to have 
Hie rods and grounding devices ex 
aniined for tile repairing of any 
defects which would im pair the ef­ 
fectiveness of this protection.

Market 
Conditions

For Drop In Demand For 
Syrup And Sugar. 


T he production of m aple syrup 
and 
su g ar 
in 
Pennsylvania 
de­ 


creased considerably this spring as 
th e result of unsatisfactory m arket 
conditions, according to Jo h n W 
K eller, deputy secretary of the de­ 
p a rtm e n t of forests and waters. 
For th e 1933 production, estim ates 
place th e num ber of trees tapped a t 
only about o n e-h alf million as com ­ 
pared w ith about one m illion trees 
tapped ten years ago. Reports from 
th e m aple sugar and syrup produc­ 
ing counties indicate the output for 
th is spring will probably be only 
slightly in excess of one m illion 
pounds, figured on the basis of one 
gallon 
of 
syrup containing eight 
pounds of sugar. 
Tire falling off of th e price of 
m aple 
products 
is 
the 
principal 
cause of th e decline In th is form erly 
im p o rtan t 
forest 
industry. 
Since 
UKK) 
P ennsylvania 
lias 
ranked 
fo u rth am ong th e m aple sugar and 
syrup producing states, being e x ­ 
ceeded by V erm ont, New York, and 
Ohio. 
Som erset county is the lead­

in a delay of at least fourteen years 
from the time th a t the initial action 
was taken in 1921.

, to the voters next November more 
than twelve years will have elapsed 
since the first resolution m aking 
provision for veterans of the World 
I war passed the general assembly in 
I 1921. 
The 
first resolution, 
passed in 
1921 and again in 1923, would have 
authorized the creation of a debt of 
thirty-five millions to pay com pen­ 
sation to th e veterans of the World 
war only. 
Under its term s it was 
to bt* subm itted to a vote of the peo­ 
ple in November, 
1924 
It never 
came to a vote, however, because the 
Pennsylvania supreme court held 
th a t am endm ents could not be sub­ 
m itted oftener than once in five 
years and a vote had been taken on 
other am endm ents in 1923. 
In anticipation of th e adoption of 
the proposed am endm ent, the legis­ 
lature in 1923 passed un act provid­ 
ing a schedule of paym ents to P enn­ 
sylvania residents who had served 
in the W orld war. 
Paym ents u n ­ 
der this act were to bt* at the rate 
of $10.00 for each m onth of active 
service, but no veteran would be en ­ 
titled to receive more than $200.00 
The dup” of adm inistering the act 
was placed on the adjutant general 
and an appropriation of $462,625 was 
m ade to cover the expense. 
Long Road 
W hen the proposed am endm ent 
was not voted on in 1924, because of 
the decision of the supreme court, it 
was again passed by the general as­ 
sembly in 1925, but was not approv­ 
ed by the 1927 .session 
In 1929 and 
again in 1931 the legislature passed 
the pending am endm ent, which will 
come to a vote next November. 
Because the act of 1923 provides 
for paym ent of compensation 
to 
veterans of the World war only and 
such paym ents are dependent upon 
the 
approval of a constitutional 
am endm ent for th at specific purpose 
Attorney G eneral William.
